Details of the Ceremony of His 
Elevation Complete. 


Will 
Occur 
Bcceiuber

WASHiNaTON, Nov. 23.—The details of 
the ceremony on the elevation of Mgr. 
Satolli to the cardinate are practically 
completed. The ceremony will occur 
oa December 15th at 10:30 a. m. at the 
Cathedral at Baltimore. 
Arcbbiahop 
Kain, of St. Louis, has been chosen to 
preach the sermon. The mass will be 
celebrated by Mgr. Satolli after the 
conferring of the barretta and in his 
new capacity as cardinal. The invita- 
tions to the ceremony will be issued 
shortly, and until this occurs it will not 
be known what members of the clergy 
will attend, but a large representation 
of the heads of the hierarchy doubtless 
will be present. Cardinal Gibbons and 
Mgr. Satolli will occupy positions on 
the gospel and epistle sides of the sane 
tuary, respectively. The member of 
the noble guard, who brings the bar- 
retta from Bome also will be within 
the sanctuary. The first ceremony 
—^preceding the mass—will be that of 
conferring the cardinate upon Mgr. 
Satolli. This oflSce will be conferred 
by Cardinal Gibbons. At its conclu- 
sion, Mgr. Satolli will leave the sanctu- 
ary, exchanging his purple robes for 
those of cardinal. On re-entering the 
sanctuary he will proceed with the 
celebration of high pontiBcal mass 
An official announcement from Rome 
etates that the consistory will assemble 
on Monday next.

HAMMOND. Ind., Nov. 23—The grand 
jury at the September term of the 
Lake circuit court returned 137 indict- 
ments against violators of the provi- 
sions of the Nicholson temperance law.

How He Came to Pay $10,000 to Indi- 
ana Republicans. 


N E W YOEK, Nov. 23.—In a card in 
the Mail and Express, ex-Postmaster 
General Wanamaker denies the cur- 
rent newspaper story that he con- 
tributed large sums of money to-the 
republican national committee on con- 
dition that he should receive a cabinet 
position. Regarding the story of the 
money he paid to certain Indiana re- 
publicans he says: 


"As to the Indiana canard, I have to 
state that I never at any time sub- 
scribed or contributed a cent to the In- 
diana state 
republican 
committee, 
except a few dollars expended upon 
my own railroad fares when I made a 
few speeches in that state three years 
ago. As to the $10 000 which I paid 
several months since, I have to say that 
I undertook, in the campaign of 1892. 
to persuade the national committee to 
give the Indiana committee $10,000, 
and said I would make it a personal 
matter that the Indiana committee 
should get it. Upon the strength of 
this the Indiana committee included 
the amount in their expenses. Two or 
three persons connected with the na- 
tional committee agreed from time to 
time that the money should be paid, 
but, when hope that the national com- 
mittee would ppy it was exhausted, I 
made my word good by standing up 
squarely to my promise and sending 
my check."

The crowd that heard Dr. Chapman 
at the rink last night was nearly, if not 
quite, as large as the great crowd of last 
Sunday evening, and larger than any 
other evening during the week. The 
mammoth building was filled to over- 
flowing and the vast assemblage was 
deeply interested. 


Dr. Chapman took as his text the 
thirteenth verse of the twelfth chapter 
of the second book of Samuel: "And 
David said Unto Nathan, 'I Have 
Sinned Against the Lord,' and Nathan 
said Unto David, 'The Lord Hath Put 
Away Your Sin.' " 


This, he said, is one of the saddest 
stories of the Old Testament. It is the 
story of the sin of David. 
It is a story 
that we read with a feeling of disap- 
pointment and also a feeling of satisfac- 
tion. We feel the disappointment be- 
cause a man in so exalted a position as 
that of David would yield to sin, and 
we feel a satisfaction when we think 
that God inspired the writing of such 
stories in the Bible in order to show 
the human heart as it really is. This 
sin of David was a great sin. It was 
one of the greatest sins mentioned in 
the Scriptures. Some of you have a 
way of thinking that drunkenness is 
the greatest sin, but I believe it is just 
as great a sin to lose your temper. I 
believe with John Wooley, who said : 
"Intemperance is a sin, but not the 
greatest sin. I would as leave stagger 
up to the gates of heaven in drunken- 
ness as to go and present myself there 
a neat, clean, natty and polished hypo- 
crite." 


David was on the roof of his palace, 
surrounded by all that heart could 
wish. He was in idleneàî?'while his 
army below was fighting. There is an 
old saying that an idle brain is the 
devil's workshop and it proved to be 
true in this case. While David was in 
this luxury he looked away in the dis- 
tance and saw the wife of Uriah. Then 
the temptation to sin entered his mind. 
He looked away but he was unable to 
resist and he looked upon her again. 
The sin was committed. But David 
was not responsible for the thoughts 
that passed through his mind. He did 
not wilfully entertain them. 
They 
came uninvited. A man is not respon- 
sible for the evil thoughts that enter 
his mind unless he has invited them. 
The old fathers of the church used to 
say : "We can't prevent the birds from 
flying over our heads, but we can pre- 
vent them from building nests in our 
hair." God saw the sin of David and 
He sent Nathan to rebuke him. In 
their conversation the words of the 
text were used. Nathan told David 
that God had put away his sin. That 
meant that God had counted the sin as 
though it had never been committed 
God IS merciful to the penitent but He 
is wrathful to the hypocrite. 
; David's sin wa? a great one because 
he knew better. 
The best way to avoid 
sin is to be a Christian. It is the only 
way. David sinned when knew it was 
not right. 


In the second place Devid's sin was a 
great sin because it was against David's 
position as a king. Now, my friends, 
that strikes you. A man can't be the 
kind of a husband or the kind of a 
father that he should be unless he is a 
Christian. If I sin I fall from my posi- 
tion as king of my own household. 0 
men, why will you remain in sin when 
you know you are doing wrong? 


David wrote the fi^ty-third Psalm 
after his repentance. What is repen- 
tance? Some think it means to be 
sorry for sin, but that is not it. An- 
other man will say that it means re- 
morse, but that is not it. Let me tell 
you: repentance is being so sorry for 
sin that with God's help you will give 
it up. You cannot forsake your sins 
yourself. You must have the help of 
God. Then the great forgiveness of 
God will come freely to you and your 
sins will be put away as was the sin of 
David. They will be entirely wiped 
out and they will be countéd as though 
they were never committed. Have you 
ever thought of what God offers to do 
for you. 


There is a way of covering up your 
sin, but, my friends, it will profit you 
nothing. 
You cannot cover your sins 
from the eye of God, There is one 
text that I would like to write out to 
all of you in a way that you could not 
mistake it, and that is this: "Your 
sins will find you out." Dr. Hadley, 
of the Water Street Mission, in New 
York, said that one day a little ragged 
boy came up to him and asked for a 
needle and thread with which to mend 
his torn clothes. Dr. Hadley induced 
the boy to tell his story. The boy said he 
had taken some money from his father 
and then ran away from his home in 
Philadelphia. He came to New York 
and there he was with his money all 
gone and no friends in the great city. 
-Why don't you go home?" asked Dr. 
Hadiey. "My father would not allow 
me to come home," wss the lad's reply. 
Dr. Hadley took him into the mission 
and then sent a message to the father, 
telling him that the boy was there and 
that he was repentant and wanted to 
return home. 
Soon after a reply came 
like this: "Tell the dear boy he is for- 
given and that he is welcome to return 
home. His Father. ' 


Ah, men, that is the message that 
God sends to you. He will forgive you 
if you repent and forsake your sins. 
He will wolcorn« you to your heavenly 
home 
Thsi is tho me-s.\gg I present 


to you tonight. Jesus paid it all on 
Calvary. You have all been forgiven 
and you can all be saved. 


William Reynolds, the great Sunday 
school worker, was holding a service in 
the penitentiary at Joliet one day and 
was preaching to the 1,500 prisoners. 
In the midst of the service, when he 
was preaching about the pardon which 
God offers to all, the warden arose and 
said: "I have here in my hand a par- 
don for one of you." 
Those prisoners 
at once became intensely excited and 
each one wondered, "Can it be for 
me?" Then the warden said: 
"It is 
for a life man." All the others sank 
bBck in their seats, and every life man 
almost arose to their feet. 
"It is for 
you, William Johnson," said the war 
den. Johnson was so overcome that 
he fell to the floor. He was carried to 
the front and the parden placed in his 
hands. Then he went out a free man. 
That is what God offers you, but the 
pardon is for all who will accept it. 


The sermon was one of the best of 
the series and the great audience gave 
it the closest attention. 


At the rink tonight there will be a 
special service conducted by Mr. and 
Mrs. Lowe. It will be entitled "The 
Life of Christ in Picture and Song." 
It will consist of a number of stereop- 
ticon views illustrating the many events 
in the life of the Saviour, and it will be 
accompanied by many songs and musi- 
cal selections by Mr. and Mrs. Lowe. 


Tomorrow morning the first service 
will be held in the Wayne street M. E. 
church at 7 o'clock. The usual regular 
morning services will be held in the 
various churches. At the rink at 3:45 
p. m. there will be a general service, at 
which special seats will be reserved for 
the Sunday school children. 
In the 
evening at 7:30 at the rink there will 
be a special service for men only. 


Monday evening at the rink the sub- 
ject of the sermon will be "The Unpar- 
donable Sin."

INTO EVERYDAY LIFE 


Babbi Dr. Hirsh Believes ReU- 
grion Should be Carried. 


Eloquent Sermon Preached by the 
Chicago Divine at the Hebrew 
Temple I^ast Evening. 


Rabbi Emil G. Hirsh, of Chicago, one 
of the most able Hebrew divines of the 
country, whose eloquent sermons have 
been heard before in this city, preached 
last night at the Achduth Yeshalom 
Temple to a large audience. He was 
introduced by Mr. M. Frank and in 
reply to the eulogistic words spoken of 
him by Mr. Frank, said: "The kind 
words of your president assure me that 
this congregation always understands 
how to do ihings, and I was indeed 
glad to come in response to your invi- 
tation to be present with you." 


Dr. Hirsh chose as the text of his 
discourse the words of Jacob. "Surely 
God is present is this place and I know 
it not." The text, he said, emphasizes 
a fact that many recognize in daily 
life—God is present, although we may 
not be conscious of His pres- 
ence. God is not only in the 
temple in our religious worship, but 
He is also with us in the everyday 
affairs of life. 
Too many of us, he 
said, have a religion only for the tem- 
ple. We serve God one day in the 
week and devote the remainder of the 
time to something else. 
We divorce 
God from our business and daily voca- 
tions. We disregard the humanity of 
our fellow man. We do these things 
because we know not that God is in 
everything, and we forget that religion 
mu^t be practical. Religion, according 
to the rabbinical doctrine, is in all 
things, with the merchant, the man at 
his daily tasks and the woman in the 
house. If God is not with you when 
you buy and sell, when employing men, 
in every day affairs, He is not with you 
in your temple. 


We Jews, the eloquent divine con- 
tinued, have also to learn that God is 
with all men—others as well as our- 
selves. We are not better than the rest 
of mankind. So long as we do what 
God tells us, then are we the chosen. 
While God is with us. He is with those 
of other denominations and faith as 
well. God is for man everywhere. He 
speaks through many voices and the 
world is one chant of hallelujah to 
Him under whose touch a stone be- 
comes an altar. So let us be led by 
Him, and a life well lived and a death 
nobly died, will proclaim that God is 
forever more. 


The singing was a feature of the ser- 
vices. Prof. Thomas presided at the 
organ and the quartet, composed of 
Mrs. Rothschild, Miss Donelly and 
Messrs. Shulte and Taylor, rendered 
several very fine numbers. 


The Jewish congregation have not 
yet secured a new rabbi to fill the place 
of Rabbi Hirshberg, who resigned a 
few weeks ago to accept an eastern 
pulpit, but they are corresponding with 
several divines who will be here soon 
to preach trial sermons.

Recently stern duty and the loud and 
pleading cries of the public for a refined 
lecturer of fine stage presents have cast 
my happy lot along the oyster imbued 
coast of Virginia and among those 
choice spirits, the truck farmers vcho 
grow one-fifteenth of the garden truck 
of America, it is said. 


Oysters are greatly affected by the dry 
weather of September and October. The 
casual reader v?bo does not pause to cere- 
brate much will say that this is an effort 
to construct humor at the expense of the 
helpless emd 
kindly disposed oyster, but 
Bnch is not the case. 


The oyster is peculiar, and yet he 
obeys the laws of nature. 
SociaUy he 
ranks high, but intellectually he is bare- 
ly the superior of the clam. He does not 
seek to know the whereofness of the 
nevertheless. 
He just leaves things to 
the guidance of a good and thoroughly

efficient God. And, oh, how calm he is! 
"We may learn much from the humble, 
unostentatious oyster and fret not our- 
selves because of evildoers. 
The life of 
the oyster may not mark an epoch in the 
world's great onw.^d march, but no 
oyster—no good oyster, I mean—ever 
Jivod in vain. 


But 4he dry weather has hurt the 
cofidition of the' oyster. 
When I first 
bwrd this, I said jocosely perhaps it is 
the early frosts thftt-bftvo -dtoae it, or 
mayhap the curculio or the army worm, 
for Hflearly love to enter into the spirit 
of banter which is ever rife within me 
and which effects those with whom I 
come in contact with. 


But the truth is that dry weather, 
long continued, does starve the oyster 
out at last 
He does not, as I thought, 
crack open on the back and die of ex- 
posure, but unless the rains flood the 
valleys and fill the tidewater bays 
where the oyster has his little bed he is 
not properly nourished and comes to 
market small and poor. This is worth 
remembering and may account for more 
expensive and more emaciated oysters 
this winter. 


The big Lynn Haven, the size of 
one's hand, is still about Norfolk and 
well worth a journey to that most pros- 
perous and rapidly growing city, now 
the deep water terminus of half a dozen 
big lines of road and destined to be the 
southern port of importance, mark my 
words. Newport News, too, from 2,500 
has very recently grown to four times 
that size, and those who are looking for 
tips may make a comfortable fortune 
from these words of wisdom. 


The south must furnish us with a big 
seapoit town, and the government is en- 
couraging Norfolk in a naval way, and 
very wisely too. 


I wish that I owned a few acres in 
the heart of Norfolk or Newport News. 


I have been honored recently by the 
kindly courtesy and proverbial hospital- 
ity of some of the first families of Vir- 
ginia, and in their home lives they cer- 
tainly do delight and fascinate us. But 
I wish they would not invite me to ask 
the blessing. I am not generally prepar- 
ed, and I a*m not a good extemporaneous 
speaker. 


I always feel like putting my hand 
to my ear as the clerical looking man 
did who was described to me by Com- 
mander Wilde of Washington, and who, 
under similar circumstances, said: "Ex- 
cuse me. Was yon speaking to me? The 
fact is, I'm so d 
d deef I can't hear 


what you say!" 


But I don't do that. lean do it pretty 
well now. 


I often think of a friend who said 
grace to please his wife for several 
months, but as he was a commuter, and 
18 times lost his train on account of it, 
he reserved grace for Sundays and holi- 
days. One day his little boy, who was 
expecting a new set of teeth in front, 
and so had a yawning chasm and a cold 
grin in the pai-quet circle, said when 
the conversation lagged and guests were 
eating celery and thinking over their 
past: 


"Paw, why don't you ask the bless- 
ing weekdays any more?" 


This cast a gloom over the gravy and 
brought out goose pimples on the bosom 
of the duck. 


We kept faith with the public at 
Alexandria. 
We stopped at the Brad- 
dock House. I would advise one who 
wishes to commune with the past and 
be the sole guest in a 380 room hotel to 
register at the Braddock. One end of it 
was built 200 years ago, and I slept in 
a room where George Washington took 
the oath. I took it also. 
It is a room 


that is subject to paroxysmal mosqui- 
toes. 


The walls of this house are like the 
rock of Gibraltar. I knocked on my 
wall to arouse my partner for an early 
train, and though he occupied the ad- 
joining room I might as well have rap- 
ped ou the door of the tomb at Mount 
Vernon. 
Tweuty-five ceuts admissiou 
is charged to the house unless you are 
a lodger. It is very historical. I never 
saw such a historical house as this one. 


You also have to lock your door, or 
some one who is looking for Washing- 
ton's bed may enter and swipe a valise. 
They ssem to be in search of inforiaa- 


tion and light luggage. There were two 
beds in my room. 
One was Braddock's 
bed, and one was General Washington's. 
I tried both. 
Brad's had newer straw 
in it than George's; also more of it. 


The Braddock is a most homelike ruin, 
and I regret, with all right minded 
Americans, that General Braddock was 
cut down in battle before he had a 
chance to change the carpets., 


We had a joyful experience with the 
light hearted youth of Alexandria, who 
refer to the town as Aleck. We attempt- 
ed the stage entrance to the opera house 
at 8, and, as usual, found it to be the 
haunt of thesandbagger—dark, danger- 
ous and eloquent with sour beer.

The Election of Officers at the Approach- 
ing Convention In New Vork Is a Lead- 
ine Topic In Labor Circles—Scope of the 
Federation. 


Labor circles are beginning to discuss 
the coming convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, which is to begin 
in the city of New York on Dec. 9. 
Time was, and not so many years ago 
either, when the general assembly of the 
Knights of Labor was far and away the 
most important labor gathering of the 
year, but nowadays the lead is taken by 
the convention of the federation, the 
membership of the unions affiliated with 
it being not less than a million, while

from one cause and another the mem- 
bership of the Knights of Labor has 
been greatly reduced. 


The coming convention is sure to be 
a spirited one. Many questions are com- 
ing up, the disposition of which will 
have much to do with the future of the 
organization. 
Possibly nothing more 
important will need to bo considered 
than the choice of president. 
Last year 
at Denver John McBride, who for years 
had been head of the organized miners, 
was chosen in place of Samuel Gompers, 
who was the first president of the fed- 
eration as at present organized, and had 
served continuously until that time. 


The first convention of the federation 
was held in Pittsburg, in November, 
1881, when the title of "The Federation 
of the Organized Trades and Labor Un- 
ions of the United States and Canada" 
was taken. Knights of Labor assemblies 
and trade unions were equally repre- 
sented, and it was understood that both 
forms of organization should be pre- 
served and that the two should work 
hand in hand for the perfection of unity 
among labor organizations. About 260,- 
000 workers were represented, and since 
that time conventions have been held 
annually. 


For awhile, however, the federation 
did not increase rapidly in strength. 
This was no doubt in great measure due 
to the booming growth of the Knights 
of Labor. 
Since the Knights began to 
decline the federation has increased year- 
ly with great rapidity. 
The points of 
difference between the Knights and the 
unions affiliated with the federation, 
though not generally understood, are 
many and radical. All of these need not 
be entered into here, but one of the most 
striking lies in the fact that while the 
general asserobly of the Knights is a 
strictly secret meeting, the convention 
of the federation is open to spectators. 
Another point is that while the chief 
purpose of the Knights is ostensibly the 
revolution of economic conditions, that 
of the federation's unions is the gradual 
changing of conditions along evolution- 
ary instead of revolutionary lines, while 
the immediate object of the organiza- 
tion is the securing of better wages, 
shorter hours and other material advan- 
tages for the working people. 
Between 
the Elnights and the federation a decided 
antagonism exists, and more than one 
contest between workingmen and their 
employers has resulted in disaster to the 
men through this antagonism. No doubt 
the bad feelirj"? is much fostered by the 
somewhat 
pronounced socialistic ten- 
dencies manifested of late by the Knights 
of Labor which are not indorsed by the 
federation. 


Another important point of difference 
in addition to those named is this: The 
Knights of Labor is a highly centralized 
organization. 
The various trade and 
local assemblies of the Knights are gen- 
erally supposed to obey the orders of the 
general executive board, issued through 
the general master workman. 
It is not 
so with the unions making up the Amer-

ican Federation. They are not bound to 
obey any one, but each acts for itself. In 
fact, the federation is what its name 
implies—a bunding together or federa- 
tion of a number of national, interna- 
tional and other unions for the common 
good, each union being entirely auton- 
omous in the conduct of its own affairs, 
but co-operating with the other uniou.s 
for the benefit of all. 
The relation of 
the several unions to one another is al- 
most exactly similar to the relation of 
the different commonwealths making up 
the union of states. The president of the 
American Federation does not order 
strikes. 
He and the other chief officers 


who form the executive council may be 
and frequently are asked to give advice 
when strikes are proposed. 
But what 
they have to say is always simply ad- 
visory and in nowise binding, while it 
is often disregarded. 
But whenevei- a 
strike is approved by the executive cimn- 
cil, as .soon as it is ordered by the. union 
directly iutereited, all the aililiated nu- 
iouH join in .supporting it by mcjuey con- 
t"ibutions and othevwi.se. 


The executive council may lay a boy- 
cott when asked to do so by an affili- 
ated union, but before doing this must 
iu%'estiaate the cause of the request and 
n; y rc:'::.- ut 
I' i? ospcCted 


that all uui'On.s will respect a MycOtl 
when ordered, but there is no penalty 
for failure to do so, since to force obedi- 
ence in that matter would be to disre- 
gard the federation's fundamental prin- 
ciple. It should be added, however, that 
a union would he.sitate long before de- 
ciding to disregard a request for co-oper- 
ation in a boycott, since such action 
would render it liable to lack of support 
by other unions in case it should ask for 
assistance. 


The failure of Samuel Gompers to 
win re-election last year at the Denver 
convention was unquestionably a great 
surprise both to him and the majority 
of his supporters. 
Opposition had been 
developed, it is true, at previous con- 
ventions, but he had always been too 
strong for his opponents, and it was sup- 
posed that he would continue so at Den- 
ver. 
Those who were against him in 
previous years had generally been of the 
more radical element which has not al- 
ways been satisfied with his course, and 
bad Mr. Gompers and his friends un- 
derstood that in certain circumstances 
other elements than the radical ones 
would combing with them against him 
they might have so arranged matters as 
to re-elect him after all. 
It should be 
stated to the credit of Gompers and his 
friends that they accepted defeat in good 
part; that they are as good federation- 
ists now as ever, and that they have 
supported President McBride during the 
past year with perfect loyalty. 


Whether Mr. Gompers will be unan- 
imously supported for election to his old 
place by those who have supported him 
in the past it is hard to say, but there 
is no doubt of there being a lively con- 
test for the presidency. 
McBride will 
have some very strong support for re- 
election, as a matter of course, and there 
will probably be several candidates in 
the field. 


In the American Federation of Labor, 
as in the United States generally, lo- 
cality has something to do with senti- 
ment. 
Thus, the west is more radical 
than the east, and it is claimed by those

who opposed the election of Mr. Mc- 
Bride that had the convention been held 
elsewhere than in a far western city last 
year the result of the balloting would 
have been different. 
As the convention 
will be held in New York, the very cen- 
ter of the conservative element, for the 
first time this year, it is believed by 
those making up that element that they 
will stand a much better chance of win- 
ning than they did last year. 


The candidates who have been talked 
of include men from both east and the 
west. The name of Mr. Gompers is, of 
course, a prominent one in all discus- 
sions of the federation's presidency, but 
there are some who hold that P. J. Mc- 
Guire of the carpenters, a Philadelphia 
man who has built up his own organiza- 
tion in masterly fashion, would make 
an excellent president. 
The carpenters 
would back him solidly, and they have 
290 votes in a total of about 3,500. Älr. 
McGuire is a clear and forcible speaker, 
and is well known in labor circles gen- 
erally. Some there are who favor Joseph 
Vallentine of the iron molders, and he 
would probably be a strong candidate, 
since, although he is acceptable to many 
easterners, he now lives in San Fran- 
cisco, and is therefore popular in the 
west. 
The iron molders have 150 votes 
in the convention. Another man who is 
highly spoken of is William Prescott of 
the International Typographical union, 
who is now serving his fourth term as 
president of that organization, and is 
the first of its presidents to be elected 
beyond the second term. 
The printers 
have 350 votes in the convention. Mr. 
Prescott lives in Indianapolis. 
August 
McCraith of Boston, another printer, is 
likewise spoken of with great favor, and 
in the opinion of many, J. B. Lennon, 
secretary of the Journeyman Tailors' 
International 
union, would make a 
good president. 
He is now treasurer of 
the federation, and although his union 
is not so large as the unions represented 
by other pos.sible candidates mentioned 
above, he stands extremely well with all 
as a safe and fair minded man who has 
passed through a varied and extensive 
experience in the labor movement. Mr. 
Lennon now lives in New York, but as 
the headquarters of the tailors are likely 
to be removed to the west, and as he was 
originally from Denver, he may prop- 
erly be considered a western man. Still 
one more candidate who stands well 
with every one is Daniel Harris of the 
cigar makers, now president of the New 
York State Federation of Labor, whoso 
union has 300 votes in the convention.

Identified With Southern enterprises Tor 
Forty-one Years and Honored by a Spe- 
cial Day at Atlanta—His Transportation 
Interests—His Remarkable Career. 


There is little doubt that the new 
south owes as much of its present indus- 
trial development to H. B. Plant as to 
any other one man. 
Indeed there is no 
other one probably who has done so 
much in that direction. 
Certain it is 
that the residents of the southeast quar- 
ter of Uncle Sam's farm consider them- 
selves under great obligations to Mr. 
Plant, and this was exemplified only 
recently, when the managers of the At- 
lanta exhibition designated one day to 
his special honor (Oct. 17, his seventy- 
sixth birthday, by the way), a distinc- 
tion which is rare enough to make it 
specially notable. 


Mr. Plant has won the respect and 
esteem of the southern people as a busi- 
ness man, and justly so, since in that 
oapaoity he has wrought veritable won- 
ders and has displayed the nerve and 
farsightedness of a great 
general, 
knowledge of human nature such as 
must be shown by a shrewd politician, 
executive ability like that required by 
the head of a great state and a greater 
imagination than is often possessed by 
the most eminent writers and artists. 


He was born in Branford, Conn. Like 
many another eminent man of the pres- 
ent time he received little school train-

ing, although he was privileged to finish 
his formal edacation at the Lancasfcerian 
school in New Haven. When he was 20, 
•he was employed as an express messen- 
ger by the New Haven Steamboat com- 
pany, and a little later he was put in 
charge of the express business both on 
the steamboats which ply between New 
Haven and New York and on the New 
York and New Haven railroad. 
When 
the Adams Express company was formed 
in 1854, he was chosen as the proper 
man to put in charge of the southern 
branch of the company'a business. That 
was 41 years ago, and his interests have 
been identical with those of the south 
ever since. 
He remained in charge of 
this branch until 1861, the year of the 
breaking out of the civil war, when the 
southern business of the Adams com- 
pany was turned over to the then newly 
organized Southern Express company, of 
which he was made the first president, 
a responsible post which he still fills. 


It was Mr. Plant who first discerned 
the place Florida was destined to fill as 
a winter resort for the physically feeble. 
In 1854, the first year of his residence 
south, he took his wife, who was ailing, 
to that state. 
Her life was prolonged 
for years thereafter by the mild Florida 
air. 
At the very beginning Mr. Plant 
saw the! necessity of railroads in Florida, 
and he was among the earliest pur- 
chasers of stocks and bonds issued by 
railroad companies in Georgia and Flor- 
ida, though he cut no figure as a rail- 
road manager until 1879. 


Perhaps the most picturesque and in- 
teresting portion of his career came with 
the breaking out of the civil war. Mr. 
Plant was not a partisan of either side. 
The Southern Express company had just 
been established, and it became at once 
apparent that the business, and perhaps 
the very existence of the new corpora- 
tion, was in serious danger. So he went 
to Jefferson Davis, president of the Con- 
federacy. 
To him the express manager 
explained the situation, declaring frank- 
ly that he was not a partisan, but lay- 
ing stress on the advantage it would be 
to the south if the business of the ex- 
press company could go on uninterrupt- 
edly. 
This would hardly be possible, 
he added, unless he were personally al- 
lowed to go wherever he pleased with 
out any hindrance whatever. 


So convincingly did Mr. Plant present 
his case that Mr. Davis gave him the 
ilesired permission, issuing a pass allow- 
ing the freest movement through the 
lines, entrance to headquarters at will, 
and in brief extending the greatest im- 
aginable freedom at all times and in all 
circumstances to the bearer. 
It was by 
reason of this unusual pass that the 
Southern Express company was enabled 
to continue its business during all the 
years of strife between the north and 
the south. In 1867 the Texa.s Express 
company was formed, and Mr. Plant 
was made president thereof, which office 
he yet holds. In 1879 he purchased the j 
Atlantic and Gulf railroad of Georgia, 
and then began his career as creator, re- 
storer and manager of steamer and rail- 
road lines. 


Today he is at tho head of the Plant 
Iuve.stment company, which embraces 12 
railroad corporations, with a mileage of i 
1,941; the Southern and Texas Express • 
companies, with a mileage of 24,412, 
and reaching into 15 states, and of the 
Plant steamboat and steamship lines, 
doing bii.siue.sri between the gulf ports ^ 
and the West Indies, and tho Atlantic 
ports of the United States and the Do- 
minion of Canada. The Investment com- 
pany owns four of tho great hotels of 
Florida, and its stockholders and direct- 
ors include such men as H. M. Flagler, 
M. K. Jesupi W. T. Walters, B. F.

CHARLES H. HACKLEY. Hackley is a na- 
tive of Michigan City and was born 
Jan. 3, 1887. 
His father, Joseph H. 
Hackley, was a New York man, and 
gave his son a district school education. 
Young Hackley left his books at the age 
of 15 and a.ssisted his father in plank 
road building. In April, 1856, he made 
Muskegon his home, and as he was pos- 
sessor of but a few dollars he began 
work in a sawmill as an ordinary roust- 
about. Like other men of character who 
begin at the foot of the ladder, he said 
very little, but sawed wood industrious- 
ly. 
He learned the lumber business 
from the ground up and then embarked 
in the business oh his own account. 


Every stick of timber he touched 
seemed to bud into greenbacks and as 
the years passed he became one of the 
wealthiest and most influential men in 
the section. 
He is now associated in 
business with Thomas Hume and is one 
of the principal owners of the Akerley 
Lumber company, which has cut 130,- 
000,000 feet of timber this year. 
He is 
a banker and has numerous other inter- 
ests that give him a large income. 


In May, 1888, he concluded that the 
best use he could make of his money 
would be to give it to Muskegon. His 
first 
donation was $100,000 for the 
Hackley Puolio library, $25,000 for 
books and $75,000 for the endowment, 
a total investment of $200,000. 
Then 
he bought an entire block, cleared it of 
buildings at an expense of $75,000, 
made a park, which was named Hack- 
ley place, and placed in the center of it 
a stately soldiers and sailors' monu- 
ment that is 75 feet high and cost $35, - 
000. 
When the Central school building 
burned, he advanced $75,000 for the 
construction of two new buildings, and 
his latest gift is $130,000 for a manual 
training school. 
Thi.s institution is to 
have an income of $5,000 while he lives 
and an endowment of $100,000 when he 
dies. 
He has also given $10,000 to the 
Hackley Park Assembly association at 
Lake Harbor, and his private charities 
are said to be legion.

No Fitttoe Memorial Marks the Kestlnsr 


Place of Missouri's Great Statesman. 
Forty thousand people followed all 
that was mortal of Thomas H. Benton 
to the grave, both houses of congress ad- 
journed'upon hearing the news of his 
death, and a guard of honor accompa- 
nied the remains from Washington to 
St. Louis, but a tottering stone a foot 
wide and three feet high is all that to- 
day marks the last resting place of the 
intellectual giant who represented Mis- 
souri in the United States for 30 mem- 
orable years. 


The neglected grave of Benton is in 
Bellefontaine cemetery, St. Louis, and 
is one of a row of nine graves, all mark- 
ed by modest slabs. 
That above the 
statesman's grave bears the simple in- 
scription "Thomas H. Benton," and 
there is no word to indicate when he 
died or what part he took in the build- 
ing of the nation. 
Under the weight of 
37 years the grave has sunk lower and

lower until it is barely above tho level 
of the ground about it. A few more 
years will completely obliterate its fad- 
ing outlines and cause the fall of the lit- 
tle white stone that bears so great a 
name. The grave is in the Brant family 
lot, from the center of which rises • 
marble shaft of modest 
proportions 
which bears the fiimily names Brant and 
Benton. At the rear of the lot is the 
line of nine graves already mentioned. 


The lot is well cared for, as are all 
the lots in a well ordered city of the 
dead, but there is nothing to indicate 
that the Brant lot receives any more at- 
tention because of its distinguished oc- 
cupant than 
any other. 
A stranger 
might pass by and read all the names 
witliout even suspecting that one of the 
Rraves covered the dust of a statesman 
who ranked with Wesbter, Clay, Cal- 
houn and Jackson. 


Despite the fact that his grave is neg- 
lected, Benton has by no means been 
forgotten by the world. A number of 
monuments have been erected in his 
Iionur, and a fine bronze statue of him

0 0 0 pupils of all 
ages, sizes, colors, creeds and degrees of 
ignorance slip into their se«ts and im- 
prove their minds for two hours. The 
supervisor of this vast educational sys- 
tem is James H. Brayton, who is an ex- 
perienced and enthusiastic pedagogue, 
and whose particular charge is the Ray- 
mond school 
Since 1878 he has been 
principal of one or another of the Chi- 
cago schools, and he is full of interest- 
ing 
information 
concerning 
night 
schools, the people who attend them and 
the good work that is accomplished. 


The 350 teachers are paid from $2 to 
$2.50 for the two hours' work they do 
each evening, the salary varying accord- 
ing to the length of service. 
When a 
class has less than 30 pupils, it is dis- 
banded. 
Consequently the teachers are 
anxious to keep up the interest and at- 
tendance, 80 that they may retain their 
positions. 
One of the teadiers not long 
ago saved his school from being dis- 
banded by bribing a number of boys to 
attend. 
The bribe he ofEered each boy 
was a "growler" of beer, and his expe- 
dient worked very successfully until 
Supervisor Brayton discovered what was 
being done. 


The youngest pupils admitted must be 
over 14 years of age, but this rule is 
frequently violated. 
Thousands of for- 
eigners attend to learn English, and 
many of the students are negroes. 
Last 
year there were six Chinese on the rolls, 
but none attend at present. 
Over 3,000 
Poles are now on hand every night, and 
the Lithuanians, Boumanians and Slavs 
will not study in the same room with 
them. 


The Germans, according to Supervisor 
Brayton, learn English quicker than 
any othernationality. Reading, writing 
and arithmetic are naturally the most 
popular studies, but many pupils take 
shorthand and bookkeeping. The schools 
are free, and the teachers are now en- 
deavoring to secure free textbooks for 
the pupils.

A Mllwaukeean'a Scheme to rend Money 
to the Poor at Reasonable Interest. 
Remembering that he that hath pity 
upon the poo;: lendeth to the Lord, H. 
H. Camp, the retired Milwaukee banker, 
has become interested in a proposed 
loan bureau that will have for its object

the loaning of money to poor people at 
a reasonable rate of interest. It is a well 
known fact that the people who are 
least able to pay any interest whaterver 
are invariably compelled to pay the very 
highest rates for the small loans they 
secure by placing chattel mortgages 
upon their personal property. 
In some 
instances they part with from 100 to 
300 per cenr interest in order to procure 
the money cruel necessity compels them 
to have. 


A fund of $50,000 is needed to start 
the bureau, and Banker Camp has al- 
ready expressed his willingness to con- 
tribute generously. Rabbi Hecht, J. G. 
J. Campbell and Howard Green of Mil- 
waukee have undertaken the task of 
raising the fund, which will bo loaned 
on the lines followed by similar loan 
bureaus in New York and Boston. 
It is 
proposed to make each subscriber to the 
fund a member of the board of directors 
and to pay him 6 per cent interest on 
all the money he advances. 


The rate charged the first year will be 
2 per cent a month, which seems rather 
high at first thought, but is a rate much 
less than the poor pay now. The second 
year, it is hoped, the bureau will be 
able to reduce the rate charged to 1 per 
cent a mouth or 13 per cent a year, the 
Bum that is chai-ged in New York and 
Boston. 
The bureau will be made self 
imstaining, and will be rim on strict 
business principles. 


In 188G Mr. Camp organiyied what is 
known as tho Charity Relief association 
and donated $40,000, part of tho income 
from which has been used as gifts or 
loans to deserving poor of Milwaukee. 
The money is disbursed by Agemt Frell- 
üon of the Associated Charities of Mil- 
waukee and has done a great deal of good. 
Mr. Camp located in Milwaukeo in 
1853, and has since made a reputartion 
as one of the ablest financiers in the 
west. For 11 years he was president of 
the First National bank of Milwaukee..

In the majority 
of royal houses in 
PRINCE CHARLES. 
Europe the elder 
son is designed for the army and the 
younger son contents himself with a life 
ou the ocean wave. In the case of the 
sens of Prince Frederick of Denmark 
this rule was followed. 
Prince Chris- 
tian, the elder son, is a soldier, and 
Prince Charles is a sailor. He is a lieu- 
tenant in the navy of Denmark, and 
thus far has done nothing to demonstrate 
that he is brighter than any other young 
Dane of good birth of his age. 


Princess Maud of Wales is the youn- 
gest daughter of the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, and has the reputation of be- 
ing a very bright and popular young wo- 
man. She was born Nov. 26, 1869, and 
is about three years older than the 
prince of Denmark, who is to become 
her husband. Dm-ing the past few years 
Princess Maud Ijp been reported en- 
gaged to about every eligible prince and 
wifeless statesman in Europe. For a 
time it was declared again and again 
that she was to marry Lord Rosebery. 
Then the Prince of Naples, the heir ap- 
parent to the throne of Italy, was al- 
leged to be the fortunate young man 
who was to lead her to the altar. 
This 
rumor proved to have no more founda- 
tion in fact than the Rosebery report, 
and an end has finally been put to snoh 
stories by the ofiScial announcement of 
her bethrothal to Prince Charles of Den- 
mark. As Charles has a brother between 
him and the Danish throne, and as both 
he and his bride to be are poor, the fu- 
ture does not look particularly promis- 
ing for Princess Maud. 


COMPOSER RUSSELL'S LONG CAREER 


THE NEW ENGLAND SABBATH. 


He Wrote "Cheer, Boys, Cheer," "Old Un. 
cle Ned" and Other Popular Bonga.. 
Millions have been made happy for an 
hour by the songs of Dr. Henry Russell, 
the veteran composer who is still living 
at the ripe old age of-84 in London. He 
was born in 1811 at Sheerness, Eng- 
land. and made his first appearance on 
the stage when but 3 years old. An actor 


DR. HENRY RUSSELL, 
named Beverly borrowed him for one 
night to officiate as the infant in the 
play "Pizarro." When he was 6 years 
old, his father took him to London, 
where he studied music and finally be- 
came a member of the Eliston Chil- 
dren's Opera company, the first of the 
kind ever organized. King George IV of 
England heard of the talented young 
singers and commanded them to play 
before him at the Pavilion, then a royal 
palace. After the performance he kissed 
each of the children, took young Rus- 
sell on his knee and predicted a bright 
future for him. 
"There are few living 
men can boast of having sat on the knee 
of the last of the Georges, eh?" jocular- 
ly remarked the veteran composer to a 
reporter recently. 


When a young man, he came to Amer- 
ica and spent many years in the States. 
He wrote numerous songs that achieved 
universal popularity, but did not en- 
rich him. 
He sold "Woodman, Spare 
That Tree," for $2, and his immortal 
"Cheer Boys, Cheer," brought him $5. 
After the latter song made a hit the pub- 
lishers, who were running 16 printing 
presses night and day in order to supply 
the demand for the popular air, sent 
him a check for $50, "and," he says, 
"doubtless thought themselves very lib- 
eral." 


While in America he wrote a great 
many negro melodies, 
"Coal 
Black 
Rose," "Buffalo Girls, Come Out To- 
night," 
"Lucy Long," 
"Old tJncle 
Ned," "Get Out of fhe Way, Old Dan 
Tucker," and others, and established a 
worldwide reputation for this sort of 
musical composition. 
He also made a 
great hit in America and England as a 
singer, and one of his entertainments, 
"The Far West," undoubtedly stimu- 
lated emigration to the United States 
and Canada. 
His "Life on the Ocean 
Wave" is the official march of the royal 
marines by order of the British admi- 
ralty. 


Dr. Russell is the father of W. Clark 
Russell, who has won such fame as a 
writer of sea tales.

merit, and the winning design was that 
of Cass Gilbert of S i Paul,.who was 
also chosen to be supervising arcMtect 
of the capitol while it is l ^ n g hnilt 
The old capitol is a rather plain, unpre- 
tentious red brick structure that yras 
built about ten yeus ago after the pre-, 
vious capitol had been destrojred hy Ice 
one night while the legislature was sit- 
ting. The fire spread with great rapid- 
ity, and many of the solons narrow^ es- 
caped losing their lives during the ec- 
citement.

Presidential A^e I^imit. 


In connection 
with the suggested 
presidential candidacy of several gen 
tlemen, there has been a discussion 
the age limit"—the age at which CUE 
tom has fixed the boundary of aepira 
tion for the chief 
magistracy of the 
republic; the age at which "too old 
may be pleased in bar to any man 
•"claims" or wishea. 


It is a circumstance 
worth 
nolicing 
that in view of the constitution no man 
is "too old," The constitution 
reoog 
nizes the fact that a man may be "too 
young," and says that no person shall 
be president who is under thirty-five 
years of age; but after that 
there are 
CO limitations. 
A man might a&pire to 
be prf sident, though he were over four 
score of years. 
If there is an "age 
limit" of eligibility, it is not to 
sought in the laws or constitution 
the ITnited States, but in custom 
some "unwritten law," 
The laws 
the states exempt men 'rom certain 
physical burdens at specified age, there 
is an "age limit" to road working and 
militia service, but none to what may 
be called mental 
service. 
The laws 
presume that the mind 
survives 
competency and rigor, regardless of the 
condition of the breaking and failing 
tenement. 


The people, left free under the con 
stitution to choose without an "age 
limit," chose Washington for president 
when he was 57, John 
Adams at 62, 
JeCerson and Madison when they were 
58, Jackson at 62, William Henry Har- 
rison at 68 and James Buchanau..£t 66 
Grant, the youngest president, was 
years of age on taking oflBce, 
From 47 
to 68 is a wide range, and leaves the 
question of the "age limit" for the 
presidency wide open. 


It will be perceived that Eome of the 
older presidents were quite as success 
ful administrators 
as the 
younger. 
Jefferson, to illustrate, who was fifty 
eight years old when chosen and sixty 
six when he retired, 
retained all hie 
mental vigor; and the temper of old 
John Adams was in a state of active 
eruption 
when he gave up office at 
sixty-four. 
Both men lived years after, 
"full of politics" and of interest in pub 
lie affairs and probably as capable of 
transacting public business as at any 
period of their respective lives.

America at Carne- 
gie hall, New York, 
the other 
evening. 
Mme. Zeisler is dis- 
tinctly femi n i n e , 
coaxing and seduc- 
tive, -and she wins 
her audience by gentle, rather than by 
forceful art. 
The Bloomfield-Zeisler is 
a great pianist, but, although brilliant 
in technique, her chief power lies in 
subtlety. 
She has the singing quality 
in perfection, and under her sensitive 
fingers 
the keys chant any melody she 
calls for. 
Her introduction to America 
was effected by a superb rendering of 
the Schumann concerto, opus 54, and 
before its three movements were ended 
Fannie Bloomfield-Zeisler had 
estab- 
lished herself firmly in our hearts. Her 
triumph 
was 
maintained, 
although 
scarcely strengthened in the Rubinstein 
concerto in D minor, which not even 
genius can 
make wholly 
interesting. 
In a dainty Litadff scherzo Mme. Zeis- 
ler had an opportunity to display her 
delicacy of touch and feeling with such 
skill that the audience was aroused into 
enthusiasm. 


Fannte Bloomfield-Zeisler was born 
in 1865 at Bielitz, Australian Silesia, but

to America 
with her 
parents 
when she was less than 2 years of age. 
Her parents settled in Chicago, and still 
live there. 
Her musical talent showed 
itself when she was about 6 years old, 
and when, before receiving any instrud- 
tion, she used to pick out the notes of

F A N N I E BLOOMFIELD-ZEISLER. 
"Annie Laurie" and such tunes on the 
piano upon which her older 
brother, 
Maurice Bloomfield, now professor of 
Sanscrit at the Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, 
Baltimore, 
did 
his 
practicing. 
Her first teacher was Bernard Ziehn. 
But very soon she became a pupil of 
Carl Wolfsojin, of whom she received 
instruction until she was 13 years old. 
In 1877, when Mme. Essipoff, the great 
pianiste, toured this country, she heard 
little Fannie Bloomfield play and pro- 
nounced her a genius who should be 
educated in Europe. 
She strongly ad- 
vised her parents to send her to Le- 
schetizki, who was then and is now the 
foremost piano teacher in the 
world. 
This advice was followed, and in the 
summer of 1878 little Fannie Bloomfield 
went to Vienna, and for five consecutive 
years studied under the great master. 
In 1883, before 
leaving 
Vienna, she 
played several times in that city, earn- 
ing high praise from the critics there. 


i n the fall of 1883 she returned to 
America, and soon began public playing 
in this country. 
Up to the spring of 
1893 she appeared on the concert stage 
every winter, and has frequently been 
the soloist of all the prominent orches- 
tral organizationsvin this country, such 
as the New 
York Philhai'monic 
and 
Symphony societies, the Boston Sym-, 
phony orchestra, the Buffalo, Cincin- 
nati and St. Louis orchestras and the 
Worcester festivals. 
Everywhere she 
was pronounced a pianiste of extraor- 
dinary attainments. 
Not satisfied with 
the position assigned to her by Ameri- 
can critics, she went to Europe in the 
fall of 1893, and appeared at Berlin, 
Vienna, 
Leipsic, Dresden and 
other 
Crfrman cities, where she was I'ecog- 
ni.^ed by the press and public alike as 
the greatest living woman pianist, and 
as one of the greatest pianists of all 
times. 
On the strength of these suc- 
cesses 
she was 
engaged for 
a tour 
throughout Europe during the winter of 
1894-5. 
During this engagement she 
played in 
Berlin, Hamburg, 
Bremen, 
Cologne, Frankfort, Munich, Dresden, 
Leipsic, Magdeburg, 
Hanover, Copen- 
hagen, Geneva and many other cities, 
everywhere 
carrying away 
her audi- 
ences and winning signal triumphs. 


In the spring of 1895 she returned to 
America and has since then lived in re- 
tirement, preparing for the tournee, of 
which the concert 
given by 
her last 
night at Carnegie hall was the opening. 
Mrs. Zeisler has her home in Chicago 
and is the wife of Mr. Sigmund Zeis- 
ler, a well-known lawyer and promi- 
nerft citizen.

Stearns. 


11. "Woo unto them thatTÌSO up early in 
tho morning that they may follow strong 
drink." 
This is given to us as a temper- 
ance lesson, but tho six woes of tlii.s ch:ip- 
ter includo a good deal more than tJio 
strong drink question. The whole cliapter 
tella of Israel's sin and tho coming judg- 
ments and is suggestive of the sins of to- 
day which aro found in the church every- 
where. Tlio house of Israel was the Lord's 
vineyard and the men of Judah His pleas- 
ant plaut. 
Ho did everything possible for 
them and expected from them tho fruits of 
righteousness, but found only oppression 
and covetousiioss and 
self 
indulgence 
(verses 7, b). 


12. "They regard not the work of tho 
Lord, neither consider tho operations of 
His hands." 
Tliero is such a thing as be- 
ing drunken, but not with wiue (Isa. 
xxix, 9; li, 21). 
All kinds of living unto 
self and for self make us blind and deaf 
to tho things of God. 
As strong drink 
tends to produce a falso and transient ex- 
hilaration, making ono forget sorrow for 
tho timo being, so whatever blinds us to 
tho realities of our relations to God and 
man is a kind of intemperance and drunk- 
enness. 


18. "Therefore my people are gone into 
captivity because they have no knowl- 
edge." 
The leaders who in those days 
should have taught tho people the knowl- 
edge and fear of the Lord were living unto 
themselves, and telling the people smooth 
things and lies (Ezek. xxxiv, 2; Jer. v, 30, 
31 ; VÎ, 13). 
Just as strong drink is a de- 
ceitful thing' and makes a man's vision 
and mind to be all wrong, so the world 
and the flesh controlled by the devil blind" 
and harden men and they believe lies and 
consider them truths. 
The knowledge of 
the Lord is the remedy. 


14. "Therefore hell hath enlarged her- 
self and opened her mouth without meas- 
ure." 
The place of the lost (not the lake 
of fire which is the final abode of the lost, 
but the place of departed spirits where tlie 
lost in torment await the resurrection of 
the body) becomes rapidly filled by the lit- 
eral and 
figurative 
drunkards who will 
not receive the knowledge of God ; so that 
it looks as if the place might have to be 
enlarged to receive all who come, so great 
is the multitude. 


15. "And thé mean man shaU be brought 
down, and the mighty man shall be hum- 
bled." Compare chapter ii, 11, 13, 17, and 
see how all that is lofty and haughty and 
proud and lifted up shall be brought down, 
and the Lord alone exalted in that day. 
Even Nebuchadnezzar testified that "those 
that walk in pride He is able to abase," 
for he, when hardened in pride, was made 
to come down (Dan. iv, 37; v, 20, margin). 
Jeremiah testifies that Jerusalem came 
down wonderfully (Lam. i, 9.) 


16. " B u t the Lord of Hosts shall be ex- 
alted in judgment, and God .that is holy 
shall be sanctified in righteousness." It is 
the purpose of God to set His King upon 
His holy hill of Zion (Ps. ii, 6), and He 
has sworn, saying, "Surely as I 
have 
thought so shall it come to pass, and as I 
have purposed so shall it stand" (Isa. siv, 
24). "Behold, a king shall reign in right- 
eousness, and princes shall rule in judg- 
ment" (Isa. xxxii, 1), then shall Jesus 
have the pre-eminence. 


17. "Then shall the lambs feed after 
their manner." 
"They shall feed in the 
ways, and their pastures shall be in all 
high places" (Isa. xlix, 9). 
"David 
my 
servant shall be king over them, and they 
all shall 
have ono 
shepherd" 
(Ezck. 
xxxvii, 24). 
Then shall the uprighf have 
dominion over the ungodly, and the drunk- 
ards shall see their folly when it is too 
late. 


18. "Woe unto them that draw iniquity 
with cords of vanity, and sin, as it were, 
with a cart rope. ' ' 
One in a certain place 
suggested that if the man they sought was 
in a city they would bring ropes and draw 
the whole city into the river. 
So we have 
in this verse that prevailing iniquity that 
seems to carry everything and every one 
along with it (H Sam. xvii, 13). 


19. "That say. Let Him make speed and 
hasten His work tliat we may see it. " They 
scoff and blaspheme and dare the Almighty 
to His face. 
We think of all that was 
heaped on our Lord in tho days of His hu- 
miliation and how He kept quiet and an- 
swered not a word. 
God is still keeping 
silence, and were it not that we under- 
stand somewhat of His ways we might 
think that there was no God. 
But see 
Ps. 1. 


20. "Woe unto them that call evil good 
and good evil ; that put darkness for light 
and light for darkness." 
There is a fear- 
ful amount of miscalling of things becauso 
people are not subject to the Word of God. 
All men ai-e called children of God, and 
there ia a spark of the divine nature in 
every one, and there are no hell and no devil 
and we aro in tho millennium now. 
All 
this is drunken talk and lack of subjection 
to such words as John viii, 44; iii, 18; 
Rom. viii, 7. 


21. "Woo unto them that are wise in 
their own eyes and prudent in their own 
sight." 
From all such tho things of God 
aro hidden and revealed unto babes (Math, 
xi, 25). 
At best we only know in part 
now (I Cor. xiii, 13) and "If any man 
think that lie knoweth anything, he know- 
eth nothing yet as lie ought to know" (I 
Cor. viii, 2). God resistoth the proud, but 
giveth graco to tho humble; if, therefore, 
we will humble ourselves to know nothing 
apart frojn tho Book, we shall bo wi.se. 


22. "Woo unto them that are mighty to 
drink wine, and men of slrcugth to min- 
gle strong drink." 
These are the mighty 
on their own behalf, for their own pleas- 
lu-e and benefit—mighty to enjoy self. Tho 
Christian's ambition is to glorify God and 
enjoy Him; to Ijo mighty for God and not 
for self. 
The secret is to receive and yi<.ld 
to ilim of whom it is said, "Tiio Lord thy 
God in the midst of thee i.s mighty" (Zeph. 
iii, 17). 
As to tho world'ri mighty ones it 
is written tliat "Not many miglity aro 
called" (I Cor. i, 2(5), and that we are ni.t 
to glory in Nvi nldmui- mi;.;lit (ir riche.s, but 
in uuder.stamUng and knowing tlio Lord 
(Jer. ix, 
21).

"THE LAST CARTRIDGES." 


EvUieaci) That Alphonso de Neuville Made 
a Mistake In Ills famous Picture. 


The recent anniversary of the battle 
of Sedan, which was celebrated 
with 
such patriotic ardor iu Germ.any, has 
caused tho Freuch newspapers to pub- 
lish accounts of several little episodes 
of the fight, which were not known gen- 
erally before. 
Everybody who has stop- 
ped in front of tlie pictur(> shops on 
Broadway has seen tlie prints of " L e 
Dernieres Cartouches," by Alphonse de 
Neuville. The pictnro represents the in- 
terior of a house on tlio outskirts of 
Bazeilles, where a handftil of 
French 
marines, under Commander (now Gen- 
eral) 
Lambert, made a heroic stand 
against the Bavarians. 


The house stands today just as it 
stood after the fight. It is something of 
a museum at present, where 
tourists 
and artists love to linger in order, they 
say, to have the pleasure of 
walking 
into Keuville's painting. 
The hole in 
the 
roof 
and 
the old 
chest 
against 
which Captain Lambert leaned to rest 
his •wounded foot are still there, just as 
they are in the picture; but, unfortu- 
nately for the historical accuracy of the 
work, there 'was no Tiu'co there. 
The 
man who fired the last cartridges was 
Captain Aubert of the Marine corps. 
Whether the artist wished to glorify the 
Turcos, even at the expense of accuracy, 
or made a blunder, nobody can tell 
now, but the substantial accuracy of the 
matter 
canuot be disputed, 
as it is 
eho'wn in the ofliicial report of Captain 
Lambert to General Vassoigne, 
com- 
manding tho division of marine infantry 
at Bazeilles. 
This is the part of the re- 
port which refers to the episode in ques- 
tion : 


" I n order to continue our defense 
•with greater advantage we retired into 
an isolated house, situated upon a cul- 
minating point in Bazeilles. I had with 
me Captains Aubert, Bourgey, Picard, 
Dalauuy and Lieutenants Escoubet and 
St. Felix and about 100 men. 
Thanks 
to the activity of Captain Aubert the 
house •was quickly put in a state of de- 
fense. 
This brave officer took up a gun 
and placed himself at one of the -win- 
dows, and by his marvelous skill excited 
an emulation among the men which -was 
far from excluding coolness. 
Neverthe- 
less in spite of the considerable losses 
which the 
enemy suffered, they ad- 
vanced 
constantly. 
Seeing 
that our 
house was about to be surrounded and 
finding 
it impossible to walk, I asked 
the officers who were with me to leave 
me there with a few men and to fall 
back upon the mass of the division. Not 
one would consent to do it, and all de- 
clared that they would fight with me 
until the last. I yielded to their desire, 
especially as we had not lost as yet all 
hope of an offensive movement by our 
troops. We did not then know that they 
also were kept very busy, and, hearing 
the incessant noise of the mitrailleuses 
we fancied that they were approaching. 
In the village also they were holding 
out still, and we could distinguish per- 
fectly the difference between the deto- 
nations of our chassepots and those of 
the Bavarian guns. 
It was the brave 
Captain Bourgey who was continuing 
his desperate defense iu the village. 


" A f t e r about two hours we were sur- 
rounded completely by the Fifteenth 
Bavarian regiment. Soon our house was 
in a pitiable condition. 
The doors and 
windows were riddled with bullets and 
the roof had been half torn away by a 
shell which wounded four or five of our 
men. 
In spite of all this the struggle 
was continued with determination. 
It 
ceased only when our munitions were 
exhausted. 
Then we began to think of 
surrendering if that was possible. 
Our 
enemies were shouting, 
'Kill 
them!' 
And wo had little hope of receiving any 
quarter. Our soldiers were not deceived 
in this matter, and they wanted to come 
out in a last charge with their bayo- 
nets. 
I stopped them, saying to them 
that I would go out and ihat if 
they 
killed me then it would be time enough 
for them to sell their lives as dearly as 
they could. 


" T h e moment I stepped out of the 
door about 20 bayonets were pointed at 
my breast, and unquestionably I would 
have been massacred had not the Bava- 
rian Captain 
Lissingnolo 
rushed be- 
tween me and his men. 
That was an 
act of bravery on his part, for his sol- 
diers were so much exasperated over 
the enormous 
losses which they had 
suffered at our hands that in their blind 
rage they could 
hardly discern 
any- 
thing. 
I shall never forget that I owe 
my life to that chivalrous enemy. 
Nei- 
ther can I forget the generous words 
which he spoke when 
he shook my 
h a n d . ' ' — N e w York Sun.

Advice the second: Make it a matter

I do not wonder that the 
Greeks deified health and called Ily- 
geia a godde.ss. 
I rejoice that there 
have been so many modos of maintain- 
ing and 
restoring young 
womanly 
health invented in o\ir time. 
They 
may have been known a l6ng time 
back, but they have been popularized 
in our day—lawn tennis, croquet and 
golf and tJie bicycle. 
It always seemed 
strange and inscrutable that our hu- 
man race should be so slow of loco- 
motion, when creatures of less impor- 
^ n c e have powers of velocity, wing of 
bird or foot of anteiope, leaving us far 
behind, and while it seems so important 
that we be in many places in a short 
while, we were weighed down with in- 
capacities. and most men if they run 
a mile are exhausted or dead from ex- 
haustion. 
It was left until the last 
decade of the nineteenth century to 
give the speed which we see whirl- 
ing through all our cities and along 
the 
country 
roads, and with 
that 
speed comes health. 
The women of 
the next decade will be healthier than 
at any time since 
the world was cre- 
ated^ while the invalidism which has 
so often characterized womanhood will

For good woman- 
hood, I thank God that this mode of 
reci-eation has been invented. 
Use it 
wisely, 
modestly, 
Christianly. 
No 
good woman needs to be told what at- 
tire is proper and what beliavior is 
right. 
If anything be doubtful, reject 
it. 
A hoydenish, 
boisterou.s, mascu- 
line woman is the detestation of 
all, 
and every revolution of the wheel she 
rides is toward depreciation and down- 
fall. 
Take 
care of 
your 
health. O 
woman; of your nerves, in not read- 
ing the trash which makes up ninety- 
nine out of one hundred novels, or by 
eating too many cornucopias of con- 
fectionery. 
Take care of your eyes by 
not reading at hours 
when you ought 
to be sleeping. 
Take care of your eai's 
by stopping them against; the tides of 
gossip that surge through every neigh- 
borhood. 


Health! 
Only those know its value 
who have lost it. 
The earth is gir- 
dled with pain, and a vast proportion 
of it is the price paid for early reck- 
lessness. 
I close this though with the 
salutation from Macbeth: 


Now good digestion wait on ajipetite 
And health on both. 


Advice the third: 
Appreciate your 
mother while you have her. 
It is the 
almost universal testimony of young 
women who have lost mother^, that 
they did not realize what she was to 
them until after her exit from this 
life. 
Indeed, mother is in the appreci- 
ation 
of 
many

hindrance. 
The

tion is often considered an obstacle. 
Mother

Then mothers do not amount to much 
anyhow. 
They are in the way, and 
are always asking

For 
mothers 
have such unprecedented

It would take whole libraries to hold 
the wisdom which the daughter knows 
more than her mother.

Oi 
information.

expect 
that 
while you were studying botany, and 
chemistry, 
and embroidery, and the 
new opera, she was studying house- 
hold economies. 
But one day from 
overwork, or sitting up of nights with 
a 
neighbor's 
sick 
child, 
or 
a 
blast 
of 
the 
east 
wind, on 
which 
pneumonias 
are 
horsed, 
mother 
is 
sick. 
Yet 
the 
family 
think 
she 
will 
soon be well, for she has been 
sick so often, and always has got well, 
and the physician comes three times a 
day, and there is a consultation of the 
doctors, and the 
news is gradually 
broken that recovery is 
impossible, 
given in the words "while there is life 
there is hope." 
And the white pillow 
over which are strewn the locks a 
little tinted with snow, becomes the

much? 
Again and again she has al- 
ready endangered th:it life during si-v 
weeks of diphtheria or scarlet fever, 
and she never once brought up the 


que.stion 
of 
whether she had better 
stay, breutliing day and night the Con- 
ta^ribn. 
The graveyards are full of 
mothers who died taking care of their 
children. 
Better 
appreciate 
your 
mother 
before 
your 
appreciation 
of 
her 
will 
be 
no 
kindne.ss 
to 
her, 
and 
the 
uivst-mortem 
regrets 
will be more anil more of an agony 
as the years JKISS on. 
lîio- headstones 
of polished Aberdeen, and 
the 
best 
epitaphs 
which 
the 
family 
put 
to- 
gether could compose, and a garland 
of whitest roses from the conserva- 
tory are often the attempt to atone 
for the thanks we ought to have ut- 
tered in living ears, and the 
kind 
words that 
would 
have done 
more 
good than all the ealla lilies ever piled 
up on the silent mounds of the ceme- 
teries. 


Advice the fourth: 
Allow no time 
to pass without brightening one's life. 
Within five minutes' walk of you there 
is some one in a tragedy 
compared 
with which Shakspeare's King Lear or 
Victor Hugo's Jean Val jean has no 
power. 
Go out and brig-hten 
some- 
body's life with a cheering word, or 
smile, 
or a 
flower. 
Take 
a 
good 
book and read a chapter to that blind 
man. 
Go up that dark alley and make 
that invalid woman langh with some 
good story. 
Go to tiliat house from 
which that child has "been taken by 
death and tell the father and mother 
what an escape the child has had from 
the winter of earth 
in the spring- 
time of Heaven. 
For God's sake, make 
some one happy for ten minutes, if for 
no longer a time. 
A young woman 
bound on such a mission, what might 
she not accomplish. 
Oh, 
thei-e are 
thousands of thèse manufacturers of 
sunshine. 
They are "King's Daugh- 
ters" 
whether 
inside 
or 
outside 
that 
delightful 
organization. 
They 
do 
more 
good 
before 
they 
are 
twenty 
years 
of 
age 
than 
selfish 
women 
who 
live 
ninety, 
and 
they are so happy just because they 
make others happy. 
Compare such a 
young woman who feels she has such 
a mission with one who lives a round 
of vanities, card case in hand calling

from demolition, but that same ship 
afterward sent the ball that killed 
him, and the world on which 
you 
smUe 
may 
aim 
at 
you 
its 
dead- 
liest 
weapon. 
Be 
a 
God's 
woman. 
This 
moment 
make 
as 
mighty 
a 
change as did a college student of En- 
gland. 
He had neglected his studies, 
rioting at night with dissipated com- 
panions and sleeping in the class room 
when he ought to have been listening.

Men or "VVeisrht Aro Men of 
Character— 
,Su!>eriority to Kxterual CouUitions. 


The I'riends attach a peculiar sig- 
nificance to the word weight. 
To sa^- 
of a man in their eommunities that he 
has, or that he laeks, weight, is to e.x- 
press a kind of final judgment upon 
him. 
Tliis usage of the word involves 
a ri'eognition of a certain authority 
which attaches to the judgment and 
example of some people, and which the 
example and judgment of other peonle 
do not carry with them. 
There are a 
great many men and women who are 
rniiiUi'V and have charming gifts, 
but who ill) not niiilie their iriark on 
their 
a-s(,ciales. 
They 
interest 
and 
eiilertaiii, but tlicy do not deeply in- 
Jlue2u:e iJio.se 
about 
them. 
JL is a 
plea.sure 
to 
meet 
them, and 
agree- 
a.ble 
thing.s 
ai'e 
always 
said 
about 
them; 
but 
they 
neither 
stimulate 
nor 
mold 
opinion. 
In 
such cases the charm generally' resides 
in temperament, while the source of 
influence is character. There ar^ A 


great many delightful talkers, for in- 
stance, who speak out of the 
mood 
of the moment, but whose talk does 
not 
repre.sent settled and consistent 
conviction. 
It is a pleasure to hear 
them, but nobody's judgment is ever 
inlluenceil by what they say. 
In like 
manner, there are a great many people 
whose 
motives 
are good, but whose 
action depends very much on how they 
feel at the moment; it does not repre- 
sent a settled policy or a consistent at- 
titude in dealing 
with 
their 
own 
affairs or with public affairs. 
Such 
persons are respected, but they do not 
make opinion in the communities in 
which they live. In order to gain what 
the Friends call weight, one's talk and 
action must have a sold substratum of 
principle. 
Lightness of touch, humor, 
variety of tone, are not only delight- 
ful qualities in conversation, they are 
a part of all good talking; but when 
it comes to dealing with question.s, 
persons and -principles, 
talk 
ought 
to represent 
conviction, 
deliberate 
thought. 
It ought not to be the ex- 
pression of the feeling of the moment. 


One's views of life ought not to de- 
pend on the direction from which the 
wind is blowing. To take a pessimistic 
view when the wind is due east and 
an optimistic view when it is due west 
is to give entertainment to one's com- 
panions, but it is also to throw away 
the opportunity of influencing them. 
Perhaps the ultimate secret of power in 
one's self and over one's fellows is to 
be found in superiority to external 
conditions—which is, in fact, only an- 
other word for character. 
When we 
perceive tha^ a man is not swayed in 
his judgment by the passion of the 
moment nor affected by the physical 
or social conditions of the hour, but 
sees life clearly and sees it whole, we 
come unconsciously to set great store 
by his opinion. 
It means something; 
it represents an honest and dispassion- 
ate attempt to get at the truth. W'hen 
such a man acts, his action carries 
weight, because it is an expression of 
a delicate attempt to discern and do 
the right thing. 
The charm of tem- 
perament 
is 
not 
only 
very 
great, 
it is one of 
the legitimate sources 
of pleasure to human society; but tem- 
perament wears through after a time 
and discloses the bed-rock on which 
tlie man rests. 
That rock is the intel- 
lectual and moral character. 
He may 
have all the charm in the world, but if 
he is willful, restless, inconstant and 
fitful, the- charm loses its spell after a 
time, and even becomes in a way a dis 
advantage, 
since it constantly 
sug- 
gests a force which the person does not 
possess. 
Behind every talent and per- 
sonal gift there must be this solid, or- 
ganized personal force, or talents and 
gifts are useless. 
To see life clearly 
and to see jt wholly is, after all, the 
highest of all talents, the most fruitful 
of all gifts.—Outlook. 


FROM 
BAD 
TO 
WORSE. 


Rebukinff the Course in Art, Literature 
and Conversation. 


A group of men were telling after- 
dinner stories over their cigars. 
They 
had dined, and were in high spirits. 
The talk soon became broad and taint- 
ed. One man sat in silence in the back- 
ground. 


"What are you brooding over?" said 
one of the company, turning to him 
suddenly in a pause of the conversa- 
tion. 
"You look as though you were 
collecting heads for a sermon." 


"I was wondering what your moth- 
ers, wives and sisters would say if they 
were compelled to listen to all this foul 
talk." 


There was loud laughter over what 
the talkers contemptuously termed the 
"Miss Nancy squeamish ness" of their 
companion. 
The 
moralist was. pro- 
nounced too good to live in a wicked 
world, and so many jokes were cracked 
at his expense that he took his hat and 
walked away. 


It had required moral courage to 
place himself publicly on the side of 
decency, and apparently his act had 
been without effect. 
But it soon be- 
came evident that it had not been in 
vain. 
When two of the company, later 
in the evening,tried to rival each other 
in broad stories, there -was another 
protest from one who had been listen- 
ing, gravely. 
He had joined in the 
sneers at "Miss Nancy" a few hours 
before. 


"Really," said the second 
moralist, 
"these last stories are too badi 
I re- 
fuse to listen any longer. 
Each of us 
is the worse for being here. 
We may 
not be religious men, but we must ad- 
mit 
that there is something 
in the 
spiritual nature of a man "that is the 
best part of him, and that foul talk of 
this sort degrades and defiles that im- 
mortal something. 
No one of us can 
go out of this room without feeling 
that he has done himself injustice by 
violating his spiritual instincts." 


This moral was also enforced bj' the 
criticism of a candid friend upon the 
second novel of a writer whose 
first 
work had revealed evil tendencies: 


"You are going from bad to worse. 
The evil in the first book was latent, 
but in the second it is unconcealed, 
flagrant 
and offensive. 
You had to 
write the first one before you could 
lower yourself to the level of the sec- 
ond, with its offenses against morality 
and decency." 


That is what young men seldom take 
into account—the degrading effects of 
bad work and foul talk upon their 
own characters. 
They write equivocal 
anil vicious books, and repeat stories 
which would bring blushes to the faces 
of their mothers; and day by day they 
are deteriorating. 


"That was my first picture," said a 
French painter to a friend at a public 
gallery. 


"Yes," was the response; "you had 
to paint it before you could be so dif- 
ferent 
to the moral side of art as to 
paint your second one, and you have 
been going down ever since. 
Your pic- 
tures have made you rich, but each 
new one leaves you poorer in spirit, 
and enables j'ou to go lower the next 
time." 


We owe to ourselves and to God to 
make the best of the lives He has given 
us, and it can never be an impertinence 
to rebuke with courage and 
firmness 
evil tendencies in art, literature and 
conversation which corrupt the mind 
and degrade character.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

Pnenmatie Water Boats. 


It is hard to tell whether these inven- 
tions should be called boats, buoys or 
rafts. They are of recent introduction 
and seem destined to bear an important 
part in many lines of economics. 
The 
ut is reproduced from the Pacific Rural 
Press, which printed two other pictures 
of the same kind of boat. 
They were 
photographs of actual occurrences, and 
not fancy sketches. One of them repre- 
sented a party of four persons having 
left a steamer beyond Hell Gate, New 
York, and making their way to shore. 
One of the company was a woman. The 
sceond shows a fishing party, consist- 
ing of nine persons in five boats, a 
grown person and a child being in each 
of four boats. 
The picture shown on 
this page represents a party of hunters 
unpacking and launching 
the 
pneu- 
matic boat. 


It is described by its manufacturer as 
a pneumatic boat, made of rubber cloth, 
and shaped like a horse collar. 
From 
the forward part of the bottom depend 
two boots, or leg cases, the ends of 
which are provided with collapsing pad- 
dles, which open on the back stroke 
and close on the forward stroke, like a 
duck's foot. The small end of the oval 
is the bow, and a stiff rudder strapped 
in one position to the stern keeps the 
bow in front. The boat is prepared for 
use by infiating it with air by means of 
a blower. 
It takes from three to five 
minutes to get it ready. 
The boatman 
puts his feet into the cases, and, hold- 
ing up the boat by the loops, he walks 
down to the water and launches him- 
self. 
It is claimed there is no danger 
of capsizing, as the center of gravity 
is always below the w^ter lifte. 
Thè 
user of this strange craft may paddle 
himself in any direction at the rate 
of two or three miles an hour. Ladies 
and children may use it with safety 
in calm water. 
The boat seems 
to 
possess practical value. 
The arms and 
body of the occupant are free for the 
use of gun or rod, and in moving about 
there is no noise or splash. 
In rough 
weather and water a rubber storm cape 
can be used, which is fastened under 
the break-water by a cord. 
Speed is 
not a factor, but two or three miles an 
hour can be attained. 
The adult boat 
measures forty-four inches 
long 
by 
thirty-four inches in breadth, and will 
draw from two to five inches accord- 
ing 
to 
weight 
imposed; 
when col- 
lapsed it weighs about fifteen pounds, 
and can be folded and packed in a va- 
lise. 
In yachting it can be used to 
get to or from large 
boats 
in 
deep 
water without a tender, and as a life 
preserver can quickly be made ready 
for use.—Farmers' Review.

swal- 
lowed him. 
As he 
owned a good farm 
and some business property near that 
place, and his domestic relations were 
of the most pleasant character, no rea- 
son could be assigned for his leaving. 
Extensive 
search 
and 
inquiry 
de- 
veloped no trace of his whereabouts. 
Mrs. Gorman finally reconciled herself 
to widowhood 
and 
set about looking 
after her property, worth in the neigh- 
borhood of $10,000. 
In March, 1894, a 
man 
appeared 
in Sedgwick 
and an- 
nounced himself as the missing Willis 
Gorman. 
He 
closely resembled the 
missing man and had knowledge of cir- 
cumstances that only Gorman and his 
wife knew. 
Nevertheless Mrs. Gorman 
had her doubts. 
There was something 
peculiar about him which the friends of 
the missing Willis Gorman could not 
understand. 
He possessed all the char- 
acteristics of the absent man, but could 
not get names and locaHties right at all 
times, and did not seem as familiar 
with the country around Sedgwick as he 
should have been. 
The man accounted 
for this by saying that he had been in- 
jured in the head over in Michigan, to 
which state he had wandered, and that 
his mind was not as stt-ong as it had 
been prior to his accident. He had been 
with his cousin, John McGuire, he said, 
who had been very kind to him during 
bis long illness. 


Within a month the man was recog- 
nized by all as the real Willis Gorman 
and he then took his place as the head 
of the Gorman family. 
The feeling on 
the part of Mrs. Gorman's friends that 
all was not right wore off after a time 
and until a few days ago this man has 
been looked upon as Willis Gorman, the 
lawful husband of Mrs. Gorman, with 
whom he has been living, and the legal 
owner of the property which had been 
cared for by the lady after her husband 
disappeared.

A little over two months ago a son 
was born to Mrs. Gorman, and her 
brother, P. H. McLaughlin, came 
on 
from his home in Nebraska, in response 
to a message saying that his sister was 
not expected to live. On his arrival he 
made matters very interesting by de- 
claring that the supposed Gorman was 
not the same man who had originally 
married his sister. 
It was explained to 
him that Gorman had been very sick 
during his absence and that perhaps 
this was what caused the great change 
in his appearance. This explanation ap- 
parently satisfied Mr. McLaughlin, and 
when Mrs. Gorman was out of danger 
he departed, ostensibly for his Neb- 
raska home, but in reality for Michi- 
gan to investigate the story told by his 
alleged brother-in-law. 
This investi- 
gation has resulted in finding that the 
supposed Willis Gorman is a fraud and 
that the real Willis Gorman has been 
dead since the spring of 1892. 


Mr. McLaughlin traced Gorman after 
he left Sedgwick, and found that he had

nursed. 
In his happiness in finding a 
. kinsman, Gorman 
told 
McGuire all 


i about his home life, his wife, his yrop- 
j erty and his friends, for as he lay there 
i dying, everything came back to him 
; and his mind was once more clear. 


McGuire was tempted by the prop- 
erty o\vi;riT hv rinT-Tnnn to pass himself 
off as the dead maii. 
Tiie two men re- 
sembled each oihei, and armed as he 
wa.i ^iih the history wl' uiii j^usin, and 


knowing all "the detaiTs of his liie a., 
Sedgwick, McGuire found it an easy

matter to appear at the home of his 
cousin in his assumed character. 
He 
was surprised, he said, to succeed as 
well as he had, and would not have 
gone so far had not Mrs. Gorman finally 
admitted that he was her 
husband. 
Then it was too late^to back out, and he 
had been literally in Willis Gorman's 
shoes ever since. 


McGuire was completely 
prostrated 
when he finished his confession, and 
with tears streaming down his face of- 
fered to marry Mrs. Gorman. 
He said 
he loved her, and would do all in his 
power 
to 
right 
the 
wrong 
he 
had 
wrought. 
The child lying in Mrs. Gor- 
man's arms v/as his, he added, and this 
was an 
additional 
reason 
why he 
should marry her. 


Mr. McLaughlin, angry 
though he 
was, recognized McGuire's proposition 
as the most sensible that could be sug- 
gested, wanted his sister to accept the 
offer, but Mrs. Gorman would not listen 
to it. 
She insisted that McGuire must 
leave at once. So, after making a writ- 
ten confession of the deception he had 
practised relating to the death of Willis 
Gorman and relinquishing all rights to 
the child, he was allowed to depart. 


As soon as the Gorman property, con- 
sisting of a farm and two store build- 
ings, can be sold Mr. McLaughlin will 
take his sister and his mother to his 
home in Nebraska, there to try to for- 
get the dark cloud which has fallen 
upon their lives.

O connect any i-a- 
tional idea with a 
woman's 
d r e s s 
s e e m s 
ridiculous, 
and 
y e t 
m a n y 
things are discard- 
ed by her because 
they cast a suspi- 
cion of worry over 
her face, while she 
demands the same 
e f f e c t i n 
m o r e 
healthful materials. 
Some years ago 
the evoluted woman decided that thick, 
rough materials made the most hand- 
some gowns. 
But she learned, also, 
that these gowns 
were 
entirely 
too 
heavy for her slender figure and that 
their pleasing effect was 
counterbal- 
anced by the lines of care which their 
weight added to her face. Heavy gowns 
were laid aside and light ones worn. 
Smooth materials are pretty only when 
perfectly fresh. 
With a sigh of dis- 
satisfaction those were 
rejected 
and 
fine crinkled crepon took their place. 
For the crepon we shall forever have 
kindly thoughts, for to that material 
do we owe the heavy light dress goods 
to be worn during the coming season. 
At first crêpons were very light, both in 
weight and appearance, gradually the 
material gained in thickness, yet added 
nothing to its weight and for a time we 
were perfectly satisfied. 
Just as we 
had decided that we must renounce 
crêpons because they had been worn so 
long and turned our eyes to silk, the 
manufacturer scored a point. 
Heavy 
crêpons gave him an inspiration, which 
resulted in his 
flooding 
our 
market 
with thick rough materials, so heavy 
and so handsome in appearance, yet so 
light in weight that one is hardly con- 
scious of the burden. 
As to colors, lit- 
tle black will be worn. Everything will 
be of several colors, chameleon effects, 
checks and stripes, but the first will 
be decidedly the favorite. 


Skirts That Are Oddly Braided. 


The craze for braiding will continue, 
and skirts of otherwise quiet and in- 
offensive dresses will be made elaborate 
monstrosities by covering and sprawl- 
ing over them great scroll designs in 
braiding of a color to contrast with the 
dress material. 
One new and costly 
dress, for example, is of a dull sage 
green, smooth cloth braided in rows 
of bright butter color, the design simu- 
lating a pair of great triangles set at 
either side of the skirt, the bases of the 
triangles at the hem, and the apexes 
high up on the hips. 
The sides of the 
triangles toward the front cut the front 
of the skirt into a queer panel effect, 
narrower at the foot where the corners 
of the triangles come near 
together 
than it is above. 
The effect is not 
pretty, but then it's odd, and to be odd 
is to be in the fashion. 
Yet fashions, 
whose greatest recommendation, if not 
their only one, is their unusualness, are 
not long lived, and these women who 
must plan dresses to last in fashion- 
ableness for a good while will be safer 
in avoiding free use of braid and in 
employing some of the many beautiful 
spangled trimmings now offered. Bands 
of iridescent spangles and ribbon garni- 
ture are combined very prettily on this 
pictured dress, which is made of dark 
green suiting. 
Its skirt has a narrow 
stripe of the spangles near the hem, 
and there are two wide bands on the 
front breadth. 
Then the blouse waist 
is banded up and down and across with 
the same trimming, ornaments being 
placed at the corners, and is alike in 
back 
and 
front. 
The 
sleeves 
are 
trimmed to match, and collar, belt, and 
rosettes are of the ribtion. Stunning lit- 
tle capes are 
being 
made of heavy 


Ehawling, fringe and all. 
These gar- 
ments reach well below the elbow and 
are finished with a practicable hood, 
the fringe making a finish all about. 
They are very novel and attractive, es- 
pecially those in conspicuous plaid, but 
a rich, dark plaid should be chosen if 
the garment is to be depended on for 
constant use. 


The Box Jacket. 


The box-shaped jacket that appeared 
in the first importations seems to have 
almost disappeared, and in lis place are 
those that fit the figure somewhat loose- 
ly and are much more symmetrica! and 
becoming than the stiff and angular 
articles that were brought ont merely 
for the sake of having something new. 
Some of the best models are cut with 
a yoke at the back and front, and from 
the edge of this yoke to the waist-line 


the fabric is plaited in and stitched 
down, flaring slightly below the waist, 
but not so much as to make any marked 
ruffle effect. 
One of the most popular 
jackets has double-breasted fronts, a 
little curved in at the darts, a rather 
close-fitting back, leg-o'-mutton sleeves 
and very wide plush collar and cuffs. 
This will be one of the types for the 
season, and it is safe to say will, with 
the exception of the cape, be the most 
popular ouiriide garment.

All sorts of tab effects 
are 
being 
added to the fronts of bodices, and 
some of them hang down as far as the 
knee. 
These either make a woman 
seem older, or else demurely pretending 
that she is older. 
Not all of them have 
this effect, and in moderation the style 
is becoming. 
But there should be no 
need of t.iking risks with such devices, 
because so many novel forms of orna- 
mentation are available. 
Their num- 
ber and variety constitute strong praise 
for the 
dressmakers' 
ingenuity, 
and 
give a chance for every one to be suit- 
ed. 
One of these odd devices is em- 
ployed on the bodice shown 
to-day, 
which is part of a costume intended for 


a miss or a'Dnn: :;;7. -O/r navj" bliie" suit- 
ing, the fitted bodice has a center box- 
plait of spangled insertion, the back 
beitig cut bias. But the unusual feature 
lies in the iJleated tabs of blue silk 
that are placed at the shoulders in 
front. 
They are ornamented with silk 
buttons, and belt and collar are of navy 
blue satin ribbon. 
Two rows of heavy 


stitching are the skirt's only ornamen- 
tation. 
Many wide collar effects are 
produced in linen and white muslin. 
A 
wide sailor collar at the back is fin- 
ished with two long points in front that 
fit down to the waist line. 
In natural 
linen color openworked in white, the 
effect is charming. 
Such collars are 
now being worn with stuff dresses and 
bid fair to be accepted as a correct em- 
bellishment to winter gowns. 
For the 
throat all sorts of delicious affairs ap- 
pear, and the ruffs are so high that 
when in hand it appears impossible that 
any ordinary woman can have neck 
enough for them. 
Yet when they are 
on they prove so well cut and so soft 
that one is inclined to venture that 
they can't be made too high. 
Despite 
the new fashions, a great many new 
dresses are seen with the full, loose- 
front bodice that came in last season. 
The style is becoming, and is sure to 
hold for at least this winter and next 
summer. 
So don't fret about the dress- 
es that are on hand 
cut 
that 
way. 
There will be lots of wear from them 
yet, and no danger of looking unfash- 
ionable.

One of the handsomest models of the 
season is made of black poplin. 
The 
skirt is the usual flaring shape, and 
the bodice is close 
fitting. 
A jacket 
basque has large leg-o'-mutton sleeves 
and extremely full skirts, finished with 
buckram, and so full as to stand in scal- 
lops around the hips just below 
the 
waist. 
The shoulders and entire front 
of this jacket are covered by a cape-

SENTINEL, died from the fihock of the 
accident at 1 o'clock this morning The 
remains were removed from the hos- 
pital to Peltier's undertaking establish- 
ment, where they were prepared for 
burial and sent doivn to 
Dunkirk, 
Oiiio, on train iio. 20, William Carna- 
han, the father of the deceased, accom- 
panying them. 
Lloyd Carnahan was 
twenty-four years old and unmarried. 
A few months ago he discovered a 
broken rail in the Pittsburg tracks, 
between Dunkirk and 
Washington, 
Ohio, a 
few 
minutes 
before

9, 
was due, and by prompt action 
he 
warned the engineer in time to prevent 
a wreck and possibly great less of life

edged railroad property so far as reve- 
nue is concerned. 
The most feasable 
disposition of the road would appear, 
to a man up a tree, to be its acquire- 
ment by Brice. 
He is- supposed to be 
working for an east and west line. 
With the purchase of the Tangent and 
the Findlay branch of the Big Four, he 
would take quite a step in acquiring 
such a line. 
It would give him a fine 
road from Akron t o ' fort 
Wayne. 
Chicago is not far distant from Fdrt 
Wayne and it is reported that surveys 
are being made east of Akron by the 
Brice people. 
From present appear- 
ances something is going to turn up 
affecting the Tangent line and the situ- 
ation seems to point to its purchase by 
Brice. 
Those directly^intercsted, how- 
ever, are very reticent if making 
any 
announcementi as to th^ir intentions 
and therefore any predictions are little 
more than mere guess work."

a Whip—A Pretty Experiment Which 
Illustrates th« I'se of Different Kinds 
Of

This one illustrates 
the use of different 
kinds of lenses. 


Take a glass gob 


let in which the 


shaped 
out 
at 


Lhe sides, and holding it by the 
stem, incline it towards you, after hav- 
ing poured a little water into it. BO that 
the water will collect in a large drop 
in that part of the goblet that is not 
shaped out. Now, if you will hold the 
glass as shown in the illustration and 
look at the tablecloth through the drop 
of water, you will find that you may 
easily count the threads, for the drop 
takes the form of a double convex lens, 
as shown in tlie small figure A, and 
that, you know, is what i.a called a mag- 
nifying glass or single microscope. 
This same drop of water will enable 
you to examine in detail the different 
parts of a plant or of an insect, parts 
that you would hardly be able to see 
with the unaided eye. 


Now, 
look through the part o£ the 


goblet that is shaped out. 
That, you 


will find, is concave on the inside and 
concave also on the outside; it is, there- 
fore, a double concave lens, as shown 
in the small figure B. 
The threads of 


the tablecloth, looked at through this 
water lens, are so much diminished in 
size that you can hardly see them, 
which demonstrates that a doube con- 
cave lens makes an object appear 
smaller than It really is. 


Marvels Done with a Whip. 


"A decided sensation has been created 


in Vienna by a man who probably 
stands alone in the world in his partic- 
ular line of performance. 
Th<p gen- 


tleman's name is Piskslu'g, andTie is an 
Austro-Hungarian by birth. 
He is an 


expert—or rather a phenomenal artist 
—in the use of the gad-whip. 
Being 


something totally new in the way of en- 
tertainments his appearance has cre- 
ated a decided sensation, and packed 
houses are the order of the day. 
Mr. 


Piskslug is a thickset, muscular little 
man. with very keen eyes and swarthy 
complexion. 
His wrists, from con- 


stant use of the whip, are marvels of 
strength. 
There are no frills or fussi- 


ness about this man. 
He has no use 


for a claw-hammer coat, but comes on 
the stage in a well-worn pea-jacket, 
and, after making an uncouth bow to 
the audience, goes right to work. The 
first thing he does is to take a long- 
lashed, stout-handled whip in each 
hand, and with orchestra accompani- 
ment proceed to crack or snap them at a 
terrific rate. 
The sound made by the 


whips In this manner is graduated from 
a noise like a rifle report to the soft 
click of a 'billiard ball. 
It makes a 


curious sort of music, and serves to 
show hcrw he can regulate the force of 
each stroke. 
More interest is evinced, 


however, when he seizes a vicious-look- 
ing gad-rohip with an abnormally long 
lash. 
It is provided with a very heavy 


handle of medium length, ending in a 
crook. 
This is his favorite, and what 


foe can do with it is really wonderful. 
He first gives an idea of what fearful 
force there lies in a whiplash in the 
hands of an expert. 
A large frame, 


over which is stretched a calf or sheep 
skin, Is brought on the stage. This is 
marked with large polka-dots of red 
paint. 
The man with the whip steps 


up and, swinging the lash around his 
head, lete fly at the calfskin. 
With 


every blow he actually pulls a piece 
right out from the leather, leaving a 
clean-cut hole. 
These pieces are dis- 


tributed among the audience to show 
that there is no trickery about the per- 


formance. After this he takes a frame 
with three shelves. On these there are 
a dozen or more of medium-sized apples 
lying very close together and provided 
with large numbers. 
Anyone in the 


audience may designate what apple he 
•wishes struck and the unerring lash 
enatcbes it out like a flash. A still 
more difficult number is the snapping of 
coins from narrow-necked wine bottles. 
A jiiece ot silver about the size of half 
a dollar is put over the cork of the bot- 
tle, which, stands on the edge of the ta- 
ble. 
The whip artist, without even ap- 


peBcrlng to take any sort of aim, sends 
the long lash whizzing through the air 
and picks off the coin without jarring 
the bottle, much less breaking it. 
A 


Very cruel and disgusting piece of busi- 
ness to most people is the killing of 
rats by a blow of this fearful whiplash, 
The squealing rats are brought on in a 
sort of low wire tray fixed so as to pre- 
vent their escape. 
The man with the 


•whip stands quite a distance from the 
tray, but every time he strikes the lash 
b.lts the victim and kills it instantane- 
ously. 
Sometimes the head Is actually 


torn from the -body of the poor beast, 
eo fiduus is the blow and so unerring 


ft tie aim.

Pneumatic Water Boats. 


It is hard to tell whether these inven- 
ions should be called boats, buoys or 
afts, They are of recent introduction 
nd seem destined to bear an important 
>art in many lines of economics. The 
ut is reproduced from the Pacific Rural 
'ress, which printed two other pictures 
f the same kind of boat. They were 
ihotographs of actual occurrences, and 
iot fancy sketches. One of them repre- 
ented a party of four persons having 
eft a steamer beyond Hell Gate, New 
fork, and making their way to shore. 
One of the company was a woman. The 
ceond shows a fishing party, consist- 
ng of nine persons in five boats, a 
grown person and a child being in each 


f four boats. 
The picture shown on 


his page represents a party of hunters 
npacklng and launching the pneu- 


matic boat. 


It is described by its manufacturer as 
pneumatic boat, made of rubber cloth, 
.nd shaped like a horse collar. From 
he forward part of the bottom depend 
wo boots, or leg cases, the ends of 
?hich are provided with collapsing pad- 
les, which open on the back stroke 
nd close on the forward stroke, like a 
uck's foot. The small end of the oval 
s the bow, and a stiff rudder strapped 
n one position to the stern keeps the 
ow in front. The boat is prepared for 
.se by inflating it with air by means of 
. blower. It takes from three to five 
minutes to get it ready. The boatman 
juts his feet into the cases, and, hold- 
ng up the boat by the loops, he walks 
.own to the water and launches him- 
;elf. It is claimed there is no danger 
if capsizing, as the center of gravity 
s always below the water Me. The 
user of this strange craft may paddle 
ilmself in any direction at the rate 
if two or three miles an hour. Ladies 
and children may use it with safety 


calm water. The boat seems to 


possess practical value. The arms and 
lody of the occupant are free for the 
ise of gun or rod, and in moving about 
here is no noise or splash. In rough 
weather and water a rubber storm cape i 
can be used, which is fastened under i 
the break-water by a cord. 
Speed is 


not a factor, but two or three miles an 
hour can be attained. The adult boat 
measures forty-four inches 
long by 


thirty-four inches in breadth, and will 
draw from two to five inches accord- 
ing to weight imposed; 
when col- 


lapsed it weighs about fifteen pounds, 
and can be folded and packed in a va- 
lise. 
In yachting it can be used to 


get to or from large boats in deep 
water without a tender, and as a life 
preserver can quickly be made ready 
for use.—Farmers' Review.

The craze for braiding will continue, 


and skirts of otherwise quiet and in- 
offensive dresses will be made elaborate 
monstrosities by covering and sprawl- 
Ing over them great scroll designs in 
braiding of a color to contrast with the 
dress material. 
One new and costly 


dress, for example, is of a dull sage 
green, smooth cloth braided in rows 
of bright butter color, the design simu- 
lating a pair of great triangles set at 
cither side of the skirt, the bases of the 
triangles at the hem, and the apexes 
high up on the hips. The sides of the 
triangles toward the front cut, the front 
of the skirt into a queer panel effect, 
narrower at the foot where the corners 
of the triangles come near together 
than it is above. The effect is not 
pretty, but then it's odd, and to be odd 
is to be in the fashion. Yet fashions, 
whose greatest recommendation, if not 
their only one, is their unusualness, are 
not long lived, and these women who 
must plan dresses to last in fashion- 
ableness for a good while will be safer 
in avoiding free use of braid and in 
employing some of the many beautiful 
spangled trimmings now offered. Bands 
of iridescent spangles and ribbon garni- 
ture are combined very prettily on this 
pictured dress, which is made of dark 
green suiting. Its skirt has a narrow 
stripe of the spangles near the hem, 
and there are two wide bands on the 
front breadth. 
Then the blouse waist 


is banded up and down and across with 
the same trimming, ornaments being 
placed at the corners, and is alike in 
back and 
front. 
The sleeves are 


trimmed to match, and collar, belt, and 
rosettes are of the ribb'on. Stunning lit-

These gar- 
ments reach well below the elbow and 
are finished with a practicable hood, 
the fringe making a finish all about. 
They are very novel and attractive, es- 
pecially those in conspicuous plaid, but 
a rich, dark plairt should be chosen if 
the garment is to he depended on for 
constant use. 


The Box Jacket. 


The box-shaped jacket that appeared 


In the first importations seems to have 
almost disappeared, and in its place are 
those that fit the figure somewhat loose- 
ly and are much more symmetrical and 
becoming than the stiff and angular 
articles that -were brought out merely 
for the sake of having something new.

Not all of them have 
this effect, and in moderation the style 
la becoming. But there should be no 
need of taking risks with such devices, 
because so many novel forms of orna- 
mentation ore available. Their num- 
ber and variety constitute strong praise 
for the dressmakers' Ingenuity, and 
give a chance for every one to be suit- 
ed. One ot these odd devices la em- 
ployed on the bodice shown to-day, 
which Is part of a costume intended for 


a miss or a'or"v. ;;. -Or navy 'blue' suit- 
ing, the fitted bodice lias a center box- 
jilait of spangk-d insertion, the back 
being cut bias. .But the unusual feature 
lies in the p'leated tabs of blue silk 
that are placed at the shoulders in 
front. They are ornamented with silk 
buttons, and belt and collar are of navy 
blue satiu ribbon. Two rows of heavy 


stitching are the skirt's only ornamen- 
tation. 
Many wide collar effects are 


produced in linen and white muslin. A 
wide sailor collar at the back is fin- 
ished with two long points in front that 
fit down to the witist line, lu natural 
linen color opcmvorked in white, the 
effect is charming. Such collar;? are 
now being worn with stuff dresses and 
bid fair rn be accepted as a correct om- 
bellishr.'.ciit to v.-intsr yo\vm-. For the 
throat all sorts of delicious affairs ap- 
pear, and the ruffs are so high that 
when in hand it appears impossible that 
any ordinary woman can have neck 
enough for them. Yet when they are 
on they prove so well cut and so soft 
that one is inclined to venture that 
they can't be made too high. Despite 
the nc-w fashions, a great many new 
dresses are seen w ith the full, loose- 
front bodice that came in last season. 
The style is becoming, and is sure to 
hold for at least this winter and next 
summer. So don't fret about the dress- 
es that are on hand cut that way. 
There will be lots of wear from them 
yet, 
and no danger of looking unfash- 


ionable. 


A HumUomc Model. 


One of the handsomest models of the 


season is made of black poplin. 
The 


skirt is the usual flaring shape, and 
the bodice is close fitting. 
A jacket 


basque has large !eg-o'-mutton sleeves 
and extremely full skirts, finished with 
buckram, and so full as to stand in scal- 
lops around the hips just below 
the 


waist. The shoulders and entire front 
of this jacket ure covered by a cape- 
shaped arrangement 
of black satin, 


folded in jabot fashion from the neck 
to the belt on either side of an elabo- 
rately braided vest. This braiding is 
one of the features of the new suits, 
and is done with heavy mohair braid, 
about three-fourths of an inch in width, 
skirts having elaborate designs on the 
side seams from waist-line to hem. 


Fashion Notes. 


A new garniture is made of side-plait- 


ing. 
Bands about eight inches wide 


are hemmed at each edge, closely 
plaited and stitched down about an inch, 
and a half from either hem. This band 
is then set on the waist from collar to 
belt, also down the seams next the front 
of the skirt. Narrow trimmings of the 
same sort are used as a standing col- 
lar, epaulets and bands from the shoul- 
ders down the outside of the sleeves 
to the cuffs. This is appropriate only 
for light-weight materials. 


Cord passementerie makes a very 


handsome waist ganiture. A new suit 
has a narrow V from the collar to the 
waist-line at the back, wide shoulder 
sections with lappets over the tops of 
the sleeves, and an Eton-jacket-shaped 
front. This is worn on a dress of navy- 
blue cloth, the garniture- being made in 
ecru and white. 


A fur collar and vest is a novelty. The 


collar is high and wide and slightly 
flaring. The vest extends to the waist- 
line, and a ribbon tied around the waUt 
holds it in place. The cape or cloak is 
put on over this, and, witl the lapels 
turned back, makes a prelty finish. 


A handsome jacket of velvet is lined 


with ermine. The sleeves are in leg- 
o'-routton shape, and the fur extends 
just below the material to give a finish 
at the wrists.
